These motors require little 
attention other than an occasional draining and 
filling of the oil wells. They offer an additional 
advantage in point of safety where inflammable 
dust, lint or gases exist, because they have no mov- 
ing contacts such as commutators and brushes 
where sparking may occur. , 

The accompanying illustrations show the stator 
(or stationary part) and the rotor (or rotating 
part) of our polyphase induction motors of the 
squirrel cage type. These two parts with the end 
frames and bearings constitute all the working 
parts of the motor. The simplicity of this type of 
machine is at once apparent. 

Mechanical Features 

Two and three-phase motors of this type are self 
starting and require no electrical connections between 



the stator and the rotor, no brushes or moving contacts. 
It will be seen that this construction makes for long life. 
The rotating part of these machines, the rotor, is of the 
rugged type that gives these machines the name "squirrel 
cage," 

The bearings of our squirrel cage motors are of the 
ring oiled type and are liberally proportioned. The oil- 
ing rings, which dip into large oil wells, carry a steady 
stream of oil up over the bearings. The oil wells are 
fitted with drain cocks for removing the old oil. 

_ Unless otherwise ordered these motors are furnished 
with a cast iron sliding base. The motors are fastened 
to the bases by bolts of sufficient size to permit mounting 
on the side wall or ceiling. The motors will be shipped 
as floor type unless the order requests us to shift the end 
frames to the position for wall or ceiling mounting.

The accompanying price lists cover 110 and 220-volt, 
GQ-cycle, two and three-phase alternating current motors 
from % to 20 horse-power. Motors of 7% horse-power 
and larger are not built for 110 volts. Starters are not 
furnished with the 5 horse-power and smaller motors but 
are included in the prices for larger sizes. Pulleys are 
furnished of the dimensions shown. 

We have attempted to give some approximate dimen- 
sions of the motors for the convenience of our customers.

The type of motors described on this page have been 
given the name of "Constant Speed" motors by the elec- 
trical trade, because there is very little change in the 
speed of the motors with changes in the loads. They are 
single speed motors. These direct current motors con- 
form to the method of rating adopted by the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, and are in every way 
high grade machines. 




Construction . 

All of the motors and gen- 
erators listed on this page and 
pages 5, 0, 7 and 8 are made by 
one well known company manu- 
facturing motors and generators 
only. 

The frames of these motors 
are made of steel, giving a more 
compact and durable machine 
for a given output than would 
be practical with cast iron. The 
pole pieces for sizes up to 5 
horse-power are steel with lami- 
nated tips. The larger sizes 
have laminated poles. 2 Horse-Power Dlree 

The armatures and commutators are particularly well 
designed. The commutator segments are made of hard 
drawn copper and are of sufficient number and size to 
insure sparkless running and low working temperature. 
These bars are of sufficient depth to give ample current 
carrying capacity even after years of service. The seg- 
ments are insulated from each other and from the cast 
steel shell on which they are mounted by a carefully 
selected grade of -mica. 

Our brush holders are of the box type, simple in con- 
struction and thoroughly effective in operation. The. 
brushes are high grade, self lubricating carbon, selected 
to give correct commutation. The commutators are suf- 
ficiently large to permit the use of large brushes, giving 
low current density. The brushes slide easily in the 
holders, correct pressure being secured by adjustable 
springs. A flexible, stranded copper "pig tail," fastened 



securely in the brush and to the brush holder, carries the 
current. This does away with many \of the commutator 
troubles found in machines depending on uncertain slid- 
ing or spring contacts. 

The bearings for all of our motors and generators are 
of the ring oiled type. Although we do not wish to 
encourage neglect, we call your attention to the deep 
oil well on all our machines, 
which will hold enough oil for 
several weeks' run. These wells 
are fitted with drain cocks for 
removing the old oil. 



Our Price List 

The following price list cov- 
ers only shunt wound 110 and 
220-volt motors, because this 
type meets the usual require- 
ments, and is, therefore, in great- 
est demand. The prices quoted 
on these motors include a cast 
iron sliding base (which permits 
the tightening of the belt), and 
a no-voltage release starting re- 
sistance. The J4 horse-power motor has slotted feet but 
no sliding base. We also furnish pulleys of the size indi- 
cated. The other dimensions given vary somewhat, and 
where accurate dimensions are required, as for setting 
base bolts in concrete, we suggest that you request certi- 
fied dimensions. We will always furnish floor type 
motors, unless ceiling or wall mounting is requested. 

In ordering from the accompanying lists, or in asking 
for quotations, be sure to give the horse-power, voltage 
and speed required.

An inspection of the accompanying illustration will 
disclose small commutating poles (sometimes called in- 
ter poles) midway between the main 
field poles.

It may be said, however, that for 
the classes of work mentioned to 
the left, a higher efficiency and less 
heating of the commutator are ob- 
tained by the use of the commuta- 
ting pole than can be obtained with 
the best shunt or compound motors 
operated under these conditions.

Operation 

There is practically no differ- 
ence between direct current 
dynamo electric machinery built 
for motors and for generators, 
aside from the angle of location 
of the brushes for good commu- 
tation. Changing any direct cur- 
rent motor to a generator is a 
comparatively simple process. 
However, only the shunt and 
compound wound machines are 
used to any extent at the present 

time, because only in these types can the voltage be 
maintained practically constant independently of the load 
connected to the generator. The necessity for maintain- 
ing a nearly constant voltage on lighting circuits will be 
appreciated when it is stated that the amount of light 
given by the ordinary tungsten lamp varies with the 
voltage, but is very much out of proportion to it, chang- 
ing approximately as the square of the voltage. There- 
fore, it is very desirable to keep the voltage up to the 
rating of the lamps. On the other hand, the voltage 
should not rise greatly over the rating of the lamps, 
because this shortens their life.

Cooking by Electricity 

Until recently cooking by electricity has been out of reach as 
far as the majority of the people were concerned. This was due 
to several causes, namely: The enormous cost of operating electric 
cooking stoves or ranges, due to the large amount of current con- 
sumed, the cost for current and the fire hazard and short life 
attached to the device. The first cost of the stove was in most 
cases out of reach of the average household, which feature alone 
kept many from having electric cooking in the home. 

The advantages of electric cooking could be clearly seen, and 
after years of experimenting and testing the Electric Fireless 
Cooker is offered to you as a safe, economical, reliable and con- 
venient electric cooking device. 

How Our Electric Fireless Cooker Works 

This cooker is built on the principle of the old time Dutch 
ovens, which were built of brick or stone, out in the open; the 
oven was fired until it attained a high temperature. The fire was 
then withdrawn, the food to be prepared was placed in the oven 
and the door sealed up tightly. The oven maintained the cooking 
heat for hours, and the food was slowly and thoroughly baked or 
roasted. The natural flavors were retained together with all the 
food value. 

Our Electric Cooker is the 20th century application of this 
principle to the extent that most of the cooking is done after the 
current is turned off. The food is placed in the cooker, the current 
turned on. When steam issues from the vent valve the current 
should be turned off; the cooking will continue from the heat stored 
up in the heating unit and cooker. 

The Advantages of Our Electric Cooker 

The installation of the Electric Cooker in the home transforms 
the kitchen from a hot crowded room, requiring lots of tiresome 
routine work, to a cool, cheerful place. The cooker adds leisure 
hours to the housewife's day.

What It Does 

Our Electric Fireless Cooker will do all the work of the regular 
fireless cooker, which requires the heating of food and heat retainers 
before the food is placed in the cooker, and the Electric has none 
of these disadvantages. 

Food cooked in the Electric Cooker has a minimum amount 
of shrinkage as against 10 to 20 per cent over open fire, the flavors 
are more pronounced and the food tastes better and is better in 
many ways. 

The cook or housewife simply places the food in the Electric 
Cooker and turns on the current; the cooker does the rest. The 
food does not have to be cooked first nor any stoves heated. 

What It Costs to Cook Electrically 

The cost for current for operating electric devices cannot be 
accurately estimated, as there are many variables which prevent 
any intelligent definite statement being given. The cost of current 
is based on a price for each kilowatt hour. This price varies in 
different localities. The policy of the central station also is a factor. 
Some companies have a sliding discount scale which sets the price 
according to the number of watts or kilowatts consumed; other 
companies have a "Domestic Rate," lower than the lighting rate, 
governed by the meter. Still another way of furnishing this current 
is on a "Flat Rate," which is a specified amount to be paid every 
month, regardless of the amount of current used. 

The amount of current consumed may be regulated to a great 
extent by the operator; the current should always be turned off at 
the proper time. This point is covered in the Book of Recipes 
furnished with each cooker. The current consumption is very 
low— for instance, it takes a 5-pound roast about three hours to 
cook in any stove, but forty-five minutes current in the cooker gives

all the heat needed to finish cooking. The current should be turned 
off at the end of the forty-five minutes, as it is being wasted.

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Improved Type Electric Radiator 




This new improved type electric radiator is a 
distinct departure from the reflector and incandescent 
lamp type of radiators. This new type is much more 
efficient and economical, besides being an elegant fix- 
ture in any home. 

The Improved Type Electric Radiator looks and 
works very much like the familiar hot water radiator. 
There is nothing odd or objectionable in appearance 
about this radiator. It has no freakish lines to attract 
attention, but is a businesslike item of desirable 
appearance. 

Uses of the Radiator 

The entire house may be equipped with 
these radiators if desired, but their most com- 
mon use is as an auxiliary heating unit for the 
bathroom, bedroom, porch or other rooms in 
which there is desired more heat than the usual 
heating system affords. Convenient in the Spring 
and Fall when regular heat is not available. 

How to Connect the Radiator 

The only connection necessary for operating the radiator is 
simply attaching the plug to an electric light socket. In a short 
time the radiator becomes hot and the room warm. 

How They Work 

The essential feature of their construction lies in the fact that 
the heating element is placed in the hollow base of the radiator and 
is immersed in a non-oxidizing fluid with which the interior of the 
radiator is almost filled. 

When the radiator is connected to an electric light socket, the 
heating element gets very hot. This heat passes into the surround- 
ing fluid, which, as it gets hot, rises toward the top of the radiator 
and thus a circulation is maintained and the fluid in the radiator 
constantly circulates up from the heating element and then down 
on the side of the radiator section, back to the element, then up 
again, etc. This is practically a duplicate of the operation of the 
familiar hot water system for heating dwellings. The heat is con- 
veyed to the radiator surface by means of the fluid in the radiator 
and passed off into the room from the outside surface of the 
radiator. 

Safe and Convenient 

As the heating element is entirely enclosed in this radiator, the 
fire hazard is removed. The radiator may be moved around from 




room to room on the casters provided. This feature 
alone is worth careful consideration, as it provides a 
means for easily cleaning under and behind the 
radiator. 

Cost of Operation 

The cost of operating the radiator varies accord- 
ing to the rate for current for heating. Most central 
stations have a special rate for current used for heating. 
In order to estimate the cost of operating any size of 
this radiator find out from your central station the 
rate for this current and also if your house will require 
any extra wiring in order to use the radiator. 

No. 57H5241 Radiator consumes about as much 
current as an ordinary 6-pound electric iron, 500 watts. 
The larger sizes use a little more current, but are not 
expensive to operate. The two large size radiators 
are equipped with three changes of heat by means of a 
three heat switch which gives low, medium and high 
heat. 

Construction 

These radiators are made of pressed metal, 
finished in gilt and supplied with swivel roller bearing casters, 
8-foot cord and plug. They are made to operate on circuits of 
100 to 115 volts, alternating or direct current. 

Automobile Radiator 

This small model was brought out to meet the demand for an 
efficient electric automobile heater. Electric pleasure cars are cold 
in Winter, even though they are entirely closed. 

This little radiator is placed on the floor of the car, requiring 
little space and using about 5 per cent of the current discharge of 
the average electric pleasure tar battery. As the electric vehicle 
requires frequent charging of its batteries, this additional load adds 
only a small amount to the cost of operating. The radiator is made 
up of two sections, complete with cord and plug. Please state 
model and make of car, when ordering.

Improved Electric Water Heater 

The Improved Electric Water Heater works on the same principle as the Improved 
Electric Radiators. In dwellings in which the standard 30-gallon hot water tank is used, 
you can apply an Improved Heater by inserting it in the boiler through the standard opening 
in the top. The element is then connected to the electric circuit and you may have plenty 
of hot water at any time, on a few minutes' notice. 

; The Improved Electric Water Heater appears like a long rod, reaching almost to the 

bottom of the tank. In it is contained the heating element and the same insulating non- 
oxidizing fluid as is used in the Improved Electric Radiator. The surface of this rod, which 
is about 134 inches in diameter, becomes very hot, and when it is immersed in the water 
of the tank raises that water to the heat required of hot water for household purposes. 

As with other heating devices, central stations in most communities make a special 
rate on this heater. It is frequently possible for the householder to enjoy a flat rate of so much 
a month for all the hot water he needs. 

This is far more convenient than the use of coal or gas, requires little attention, is cleaner 
and has nothing to get out of order. 

With current at 4 cents per kilowatt hour, 30 gallons of water could be raised from the 
temperature of the room to about 150 degrees Fahrenheit at a cost of 22 cents. The notable 
point in favor of this heater is that it need be used only when hot water is wanted. 

An insulating cover for a standard 30-gallon tank is furnished with each heater. This heater comes in two 
sizes, as follows.

Size of Pictures on Screen 

The size of picture thrown on the screen by 
any of our projectors depends upon the dis- 
tance of the projector from the screen.
